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OLD TIME ATTORNEYS 
OF OLD JACKSON, MO. 


1 received a letter from my old. old 
school master of long ago, Mr. H. H. 
Rnnney, of Campbell, Mo., dated Ja n ­ 
uary 22, 1921, saying: 1 have been 
reading your letters 
from 
Williams 
Creek, with much pleasure they recall 
many names and scenes of long- ago, 
and memories that will never be eras­ 
ed from my memory. 
Mr. Ranney 
also sent me much valued information 
about his noted uncle John Ranney, 
the subject of this sketch. 
Johnson 
Ranney was the son of General Steph­ 
en and Elizabeth (Hawthorne) Ran­ 
ney. 
Stephen 
Ranney 
served 
his 
country in two great American wars, 
viz: 
Revolutionary and War of 1812. 
Johnson Ranney was born in Litch­ 
field. Connecticut, December 19, 1789. 
He turned his attention to the study 
of law. served in the War of IS 12, be­ 
ing: appointed ensign May 1912, pro­ 
moted to second Lieutenant in June. 
1H14; honorable discharged June, 1815 
and came to Jackson the same year. 
As the historic articles of 
Little 
Bachelor are widely read, will be thor- 
i ugh. 
The Old Bethel letters were 
copied by St. Louis dailies and other 
Southeast 
Missouri 
paper*. 
1 also 
have a letter from the secretary of 
the Missouri Baptist General Associ­ 
ation inquiring where 
he could get 
copies of the Cash Book containing 
the Old Bethel Records. 
I have spent leisure time for several 
weeks hunting up and sorting out and 
find I have it all from 1796, landing 
of Thomas Bull, first Baptist settler 
west of the Mississippi river to March 
I860, when Bro. Joel 
Foster 
took 
charge of the dying church, as it- last 
pastor, hut soon gave it up. 
Early 
Courts:- On 
January 
1st, 
1805 General William Henry Harri­ 
son, Territorial and Distict of Loui- 
sana, 
issued 
a proclamation 
that 
thereafter courts of quarter sessions, 
courts of Common Pleas ami Orphans 
Courts shouldbe held at Cape Girar­ 
deau, on the lands of Louis Lorimier. 
Courts were eoninued here until 1813, 
when the three were consolidated into 
one Court called Common Pleas and 
the county seat removed to Jackson, 
and for two years they were held at 
Old Bethel church. 
In 1815 the cir­ 
cuit court superseded 
the 
Common 
Pleas. 
The Old Bethel record under 
date of April 8, 1814, says “ resolved 
that no more Court be 
held in the 
meeting house, and Brother John Hitt 
lie appointed door 
keeper 
of 
this 
church. 
Their next meeting, May 1, 
1 8 1 4 , they resolved again, viz: 
that 
the meeting house be given up to hold 
court in until a suitable building could 
he had in the county seat. 
As before stated, Johnson Ranney 
landed in Jackson 
about this time, 
1815. Southeast Missouri history says 
he came to Jackson in 1815, was one 
of the ablest of the early attorneys, a 
native of Connecticut, and had taught 
school in early life. 
Yankees were 
not popular in Jackson at that time, 
and he met with much opposition, but 
he went quietly on and overcome it. 
all, and acquired a large practice. He 
served one term in the Legislature. 
Have data from several sources, can 
give a pretty good picture oi the man. 
He was not an impressive speaker or 
orator but was a close student and 
worked hard in the interest of his cli­ 
ents, hut careless of 
his 
personal 
appearance and on one occasion ap­ 
peared in Supreme Court in kind of 
shabby apparel, the judge gave him a 
lecture. 
This was a case before 
the 
Supreme Court. 
One 
of the 
three 
judges gave him the once over for dis­ 
respect of the honorable body. 
1 he 
next morning, Mr. Ranney appeared 
in Court dressed like a dandy, ad­ 
dressing the Judge, he said, as he re­ 
sumed the argument “ I should like to 
know if the fastidious taste of the 
Court interposes an obstacle to my 
recognition.” 
Odd and 
peculiar in 
many ways, he and Judge Cook were 
both of very ugly features and this 
was the theme for many jokes during 
recess or the noon hour, as to which 
of the two were the ugliest. 
On one 
occasion Mr. Ranney was on his way 
to New Madrid to Court, when he 
was hailed by a woman, who began to 
tell him her troubles. When Mr. Ran­ 
ney got on to the trend of her talk 
he tolil her to tell her troubles to 
Judge Cook of the Circuit Court. She 
said, are you not* Judge Cook? 
He 
replied, no mam, 1 am Johnson Ran 
ney. The lady replied, well, I was ioI(l 
to watch out for the ugliest man I 
ever saw, and you are that man. 
Mr. Ranney’s father lived in Indi­ 
ana before coming to Jackson, where 
he spent the last years of his life, and 
his historian says Col. A. Buckner on 
making a trip hack to his old home in 
Indiana met Johnson Ranney’s father, 


and told him his son was the best law- | 
yer in Missouri except himself. Mr. 
Ranney was in his 44th year before 
he ever married. 
On June 21, 1852, 
he married Miss Carte Gayle, she dy­ 
ing April, 1833; married the second 
time on June 11, 1835 to Miss Emily 
Neale, by whom he had five children, 
three of whom survived him; names: 
Thenson 
Camp, 
Thomas Neale, and 
Mary 
Gayle, 
who 
married 
John 
Beardslee. 
It was said by those who 
knew him to he an affectionate hti* 
hand and father. 
His father died soon 
after coming to Jackson, leaving some 
minor children 
whom 
Mr. 
Ranney 
cared for as his own. 
One brother, 
who was 25 years younger studied law 
under his brother, afterwards became 
a noted and long time citizen of Cape 
Girardeau County, 
being 
the 
first 
Judge of the Common Pleas Court at 
the Cape namely, the late Judge Wil­ 
liam C. Ranney. 
In politics Johnson 
Ranney was a Whig. He died in Jack- 
'Oii. November 11, 1849, aged 60 years 
aching a few weeks. 
Will give on»' case in which these 
four old-time lawyers were engaged. 
A case that created a great deal of 
interest came from Madison county, 
on change of venue. On February 1st, 
1843, Valentine Heifner shot and kill­ 
ed Pete Chevalier, in the town of 
Frederiektown, 
He was arrested and 
brought to Jackson for trial. 
The 
case was ably managed on both 
ides. 
The attorneys for the defense were 
John Scott, and N. W. Watkins. The 
prosecution was conducted by circuit 
attorney Greer W. Davis, assisted by 
Johnson Ranney. 
They were the four 
ablest lawyers in Southeast Missouri 
at the time. 
The jury returned 
a 
verdict of man slaughter, and fixed 
the penalty at :>0 days imprisonment 
and $300 fine. 
A new trial resulted 
the same, except increasing the jail 
sentence to three months. 
Those old 
time attorneys believed in education. 
Looking up the m atter when the old 
Jackson Academy opened up January 
1839 in a new two Story brick. John­ 
son Ranney and N. W. Watkins were 
two of the seven trustees. 
Johnson 
Ranney had much to do with the mak­ 
ing of his younger brother, William 
C. Ranney. 
The latter was 12 years 
old when their father died, says when 
a boy W. C. Ranney secured a position 
in the circuit clerks office, at 15 years 
he was deputy circuit clerk, a position 
he held for many years, after which 
he read law with his brother Johnson 
Ranney, was admitted to the bar in 
1840. 
For the next five years 
he 
practiced law; first at New Madrid, 
then at Benton, then his brother John­ 
son offered him a partnership in his 
law business at Jackson, which he ac­ 
cepted. continuing in this until 
his 
brother’s death in 
November 
1840, 
when the Common Pleas Court 
was 
established in 1851 —he was its first 
judge, holding that position ten years; 
also served one term as State Senator. 
His son. Robert G. Ranney, was also 
Judge of the Cape Common Pleas for 
several years. 
Johnson Ranney’s second wife was 
the daughter of the first physician to 
locate in Jackson, namely, Dr. Thomas 
Neale, whose history says, came here 
as early as 1807. 
Also says the doc­ 
tor opened one of the first stores. My 
grandmother said the doctor lived in 
east Jackson, where 
C ol. 
I iedeman, 
the miller lived many years after, on 
the same lot where Mr. Rabold now 
lives. 
Johnson Ranney had a son 
named 
Thomas Seale, named after his grand­ 
father. Dr. Neale. 
In closing this article, will note 
briefly, four other early lawyers of 
Jackson who did not remain 
long, 
were: Jno. Payne, Benjamin W right. 
Alexander Anderson and Jasen Cham­ 
berlain. Payne was a Virginian by 
birth, somewhat pompous in manner, 
but wit hall a sensible young man. He 
died in 1824. W right was one of the 
best young lawyers in Jackson at the 
time, ranking with Davis. 
Watkins 
and Ranney, but he shortly emigrated 
to Flordia. Chamberlain came from 
some of the eastern states in about 
1820. 
He was well read and laborous 
but his career was cut short by death. 
Anderson was a Virginia by birth, a 
man of fine1 acquirements; he went to 
California where he met with suc­ 
cess.— Little

years, he gave away to the popular, 
well known and highly efficient Dem­ 
ocrat, Cornelius Roach, Carthage, Jas­ 
per county newspaper man, who was 
elected the first time in 
November, 
1908, and 
re-elected 
in 
November, 
3 912, for another four years. In 1916, 
this official entered the race for 
the 
Democratic nomination for Governor, 
only to be defeated by Frederick D. 
Gardner of St. Louis. 
Mr. Roach be­ 
came known far and wide during his 
1912 campaign as the father of four­ 
teen interesting “reasons why”, 
the 
last two being twins. 
He is now’ at 
the head of a prosperous banking in­ 
stitution in Kansas City. 
Secretary of State Swanger, who 
now lives somewhere in Texas, also 
aspired to be Governor of Missouri in 
1916. 
He ran for the 
Republican 
nomination against and was defeated 
by Judge Henry C. Lamm of Sedalia, 
formerly of 
the 
Missouri 
Supreme 
Court. 
The latter was defeated 
at 
the general election of 1916 by Gov­ 
ernor Gardner, the Chief Executi\e, 
who recently gave away to the pres­ 
ent 
Governor, 
Arthur M. Hyde of 
Trenton, Grundy County. 
When Swager came 
to 
Jefferson 
City from Sullivan County, in Janu­ 
ary, 1895, to become Missouri’s twen­ 
ty-first secretary of state, he brought 
with him from the same end of Mis­ 
souri. the present State Senator, Wm. 
C. Irwin, to become his chief clerk. 
When Swanger 
was 
succeeded 
by 
Reach. State Senator Irwin was elect­ 
ed Representative from Cole County. 
Last November he was elected State 
Senator to succeed Senator Cook. He 
is now the floor leader for the con­ 
trolling party in the Senate. 
Friends predict a still higher honor 
is in store for Senator Irwin, if the 
“mysterious stranger,” 
remains 
in 
power in Missouri. If it can be done, 
his admiring sponsors will persuade 
him to run for United States Sena­ 
tor on the Republican ticket in 1922. 
And if not, he will be drafted to make 
the race as his party’s candidate for 
Governor in 1924, to succeed Gover­ 
nor Hyde. 
“Watch Irwin’s 
ascend­ 
ency see him soar" is the political slo­ 
gan of his Cole county friends. 
Roach w'as succeeded as Secretary 
of State in January, 1917, by John L. 
Sullivan of Sedalia, 
Pettis 
county, 
who held the place four years. 
In 
1920 this official was renominated by 
Missouri Democracy without opposi­ 
tion to succeed himself. 
But with the 
other “Only reliable party” candidates j J 1 
Sullivan went down in defeat dur-

ing the terrific, heart-rendering po­ 
litical upheaval of 
last 
November, 
which rocked 
the nation 
from one 
end to another. 
On January 10, 1921, Charles U. 
Becker became Missouri’s Secretary 
of State. 
This official, a graduate of 
he Cape Girardeau Normal School, 
born at New' Haven, Franklin county, 
October 1, 1886, was a school teacher 
before he became a new'spaper man 
From the latter profession he plunged 
into fiction writing and was engaged 
in that pursuit when first elected as 
Representative in 1914 
to 
represent 
oik county in the lower branch 
of 
Missouri’s Forty-eighth General As­ 
sembly. 
Five of Missouri’s former Secretar­ 
ies of State stiR survive the honor of

WIDELY FAMOUS CUSTER WOLF 
HITS THE LONG, LONG TRAIL 


“The Custer Wolf is dead.” 
He was the master criminal of the 
animal world. 
Throughout the region around Cus­ 
ter. S. Dak., that day, the telephone 
lines were busier than they were on 
the day the armistice was signed. 
For nine years this wolf had lived 
as an outlaw' 
the cruelest, the most 
sagacious, the most successful animal 
outlaw that the range country had 
ever known. 
His cruelty wras sur­ 
passed only by his cunning. 
He kill­ 
ed with the refinement 
of 
animal 
ferocity. 
Here 
tonight—tomorrow 
night he devastated a range half 
a 
hundred miles away. 
He loped through every kind of 
danger and spurned them all. 
He 
sniffed at the* subtlest 
poison and 
passed it by. 
The most adroitly con­ 
cealed trap was as clear to him as a 
mirror in the sunshine. 
Old hunters, 
unerring shots, drew the bead on him 
and saw him glide away unharmed. 
The price on his 
head 
was 
$500. 
Bounty hunters sought him for profit. 
Sportsmen put forth every device to 
slay him for reputation’s sake. 
And 
still the old wolf 
went 
unscathed 
about his work of destruction. 
Credulous people 
said he was 
a 
charmed thing. 
Others atributed his 
immunity to a wisdom greater than 
beast ever before possessed. 
Still 
others said he escaped by plain luck 
the mysterious thing that adheres 
to some animals as to some men. In 
whatever w'ay they explained his un­ 
canny elusiveness, everybody feared 
him—perhaps not consciously, 
very 
rarely openly, but there was no man 
throughout that region who did not 
feel a shiver run down between 
his 
shoulder blades when, alone or in the 
dark, he thought of this gray devil of 
the desert, 
All kinds of stories got 
abroad. 
This thing, they said, was not a wolf 
— not merely a wolf. 
They believed 
that nature had perpetrated a mon 


rid er/ started in a great circle and 
closed up. 
This, like all the other 
devices, was unsuccessful. 
Some of 
the stockmen in resignation, announc­ 
ed that they would have to board the 
wolf for the rest of his life. 
Others 
decided to send for 
a Government 
hunter. 
Therefore, in March, 1920, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
the Bureau 
of 
Biological 
Survey, 
ture, sent to Custer, H. P. Williams, 
one of its best hnnters, with instruc­ 
tions to stay after the wolf until he 
was taken, no matter how much time 
was required. 
Williams went. 
He took with him 
a bunch of traps, but, as the old 
wolk was known to be ¿rap-wise, he 
expected to depend mainly on his rifle. 
As things turned out, he required 
both the trap and the rifle to get the 
wolf when he was finally taken on 
October 11, 1920. 
Since there is involved in this story 
the reputation of two geniuses—the 
criminal genius of the wolf and the 
protective genius of Williams—it may 
be just as well to let the account 
proceed in the language of the pre­ 
datory-animal inspector who reported 
the facts to the Biological Survey. It 
was a long time coming. 
Like most 
outdoor men, he did not want to talk 
in heroics. 
Here is the story from 
the time Williams went to Custer un­ 
til he brought down the criminal. 
“When Williams first went into the 
country where the wolf ranged, he 
tried to find fresh tracks, but without 
success. 
He asked some of the men 
who had lost stock just where 
the 
wolf made his headquarters in their 
section. They said the wolf may have 
had quarters anywhere within a dis­ 
trict 40 miles wide and 65 miles long. 
They told him to wait there a few 
days and the wolf would be sure to 
pay him a visit. 
Contrary to their 
advice. William? went into the hills 
west of Pringle and found tha tthe 
wolf was staying around some old 
dens in Pel gar Mountains. 
“Williams scented up the soles of 
his shoes and started stringing out 
strosity, half wolf and half mountain his traps. 
The wolf got on his trail 
lion, posse ssing the craftiness of both 
and the cruelly of hell. In public opin­ 
ion he had all the qualities of the 
Were wolf of Old World legends. 
No wonder that the telephones hum­ 
med when the word went out that a 
hunter sent by the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
to pro- 
the live-stock industry, had killed 
olf. 
That word ended 
u tune year ’ reign of dread, during 
which the stockmen 
around 
Custer 
had paid tribute to this wolf to the 
extent of $25 000 worth of live stock. 
And mere money loss was not the 
whole of the horrible toll he took. 
When he killed for food he took only 
the choicest animals, but sometimes 
he killed in atrocious ways for the 
mere 
-ake 
of killing. 
Often 
he 
wounded cattle, breaking their legs, 
biting off their tails, mutilating them 
in unspeakable ways. 
For years ago his »mate was killed. 
He never took anoth< r and many peo-, 
p!e supposed that he devoted himself 
to revenge for her death. 
Later on, 
he attached to himself two coyotes, 
not 23 equals, but as servants. 
He 
never permitted them to come 
near 
him, and they could feed from his 
kills only after he himself had fm- 


that night and showed signs of great 
excitement at what he thought to be 
the presence of a possible mate in his 
neighborhood. 
He followed the scent 
entirely around the line and then, 
returning to Pelgar Mountains, clear­ 
ed out two old d< us and made a new 
one which ran back into the hill for 
about 50 feet. 
“On April 1. W illiams had his first 
glimpse of the wolf, but was unable 
to get a shot at him. 
The coyotes 
were acting as bodyguards, traveling 
from 100 to 200 yards on the flanks 
of their master. 
They would warn 
him of danger by taking flight. 
For 
a while, Williams did not shoot the 
coyotes, hoping that he would get a 
chance at the wolf without having to 
give him warning by the shots that 
would be necessary to dispatch his 
bodyguard. 
Finally, 
realizing 
that 
there was no chance of getting 
at 
the wolf unless the coyotes were kill­ 
ed Williams shot them, hoping that 
he then had a clear field. 
In this h« 
was greatly mistaken. The wolf play­ 
ed hide and seek with him. 
After 
making a kill, he would go on some 


while. 
No sign could be found 
of 
him near Custer until the night 
of 
August 1, when he made his presence 
known by killing several head of cat­ 
tle and wounding several more. Wil­ 
liams found some of these cattle, took 
the trail of the wolf, and followed 
him all day on a fresh track. 
This 
led up to the mouth of a canyon, and, 
knowing that the wolf would be tak­ 
ing a sleep after his big feed, Wil­ 
liams tied his horse and started in. 
Just then two horsemen came up, 
riding at breakneck speed and calling 
to Williams that they had found a 
yearling steer killed by the wolf. Wil­ 
liams motioned them to go back, Jput 
they did not understand what 
he 
meant and he was forced to return to 
meet them. 
Thus, he lost the best 
chance he ever had of getting 
the 
wolf with a rifle. 
When he returned 
to the trail, he found the place where 
the wolf had bedded down to sleep. 
The noise made by the horsemen had 
given him the alarm and he had gone 
back down the canyon very close to 
the hunter and escaped. 
“ Early in September the wolf step­ 
ped on a trap and was caught slightly 
by one foot. 
Apparently the trap 
had tipped so that it caught 
only- 
one side of the foot and the wolf was 
able to pull loose. 
He left some hair 
in the trap. 
This happened again in 
the early days of October. 
“Williams finally got the wolf on 
October 11. 
Here is his own account 
of it: 
“ ‘He stepped into a trap in the 
morning and it got a good grip on 
him. He ran with it about 150 yards 
when the hook caught on a tree, but 
that did not seem to stop him at all. 
He broke the swivel of the trap and 
ran on with it on his front foot. 
I 
trailed him 3 miles and got a shot at 
him and got him. 
He had been so 
lucky that 1 expected the gun would 
fail to shoot, but it worked O. K. 
He is smaller than the average male 
wolf, weighed 98 pounds and measur­ 
ed, just 6 feet from tip to tip; 11 
inches from toe to hock, and had a 
tail 14 inches long. 
His teeth would 
be good for 15 years longer. He broke 
some of them off 
on the 
trap, but 
aside from that they were in good 
condition. 
He is an old wolf, with a 
fur that is almost white.’ ” 
In that simple 
fashion 
does the 
man who outwitted the cleverest of 
animal criminals tell his story.—Gov­ 
ernment Bulletin.

He was elected to the Forty-eighth 
General Assembly in 1914, re-elected 
to the Forty-ninth in 1916 and to the 
Fiftieth in 1918. 
St. Ixiui« furnished Missouri with 
its first Secretary of State. Joshna 
Barton, he being appointed to 
the 
place in September. 1821, only to re­ 
sign June 8. 1821, after ten* months 
of service during the period 
th at 
statehood was being thrust upon the 
commonwealth. 
Other secretaries of 
State St. 
I/ouis 
furnished to Mis­ 
souri were: 
Spt*ncer Pettis, appoint- 
<<! July 22, 1826; Eugene F. Weigel 
elected in November. 1870. ami re­ 
elected two years later; and Michael 
K. McGrath, elected 
in 
November, 
1874. and re-elected in 1876, in 1880 
and 1884, he serving, in all. fourteen 
years. 
M issouri’s first five Secretaries of 
State, including 
Barton 
and Pettis, 
Hamilton R. Gamble of Howard Coun­ 
ty and William C. Pettus of St. C har­ 
les resigned after holding the berth, 
which w a s not as lucrative then as 
now 
for a few months. 
More 
ad­ 
vantageous 
business 
opportunities 
caused four of the five to relinquish 
the position which then was for only 
a period of two years. 
Until August, 
1852, all of the S tate’s secretaries of 
state were appointed. 
John M. Rich­ 
ardson of Greene county, was the first 
Missouri Secretary of State to 
he 
elected, this event occurring in Aug­ 
ust, 1852. 
He held the place only two 
years, not caring to succeed himself. 
He died May 1. 1899. 
During the first term of Secretary 
M cGrath, elect«! in November, 1874, 
the present State constitution 
was 
adopted. 
One provision increased the 
term of the Secretary of State 
to 
four years. 
In 1876 McGrath was re­ 
elect«! but this time for four years. 
Other appointed Missouri Secretar­ 
ies of State and the clay their com­ 
missions were date, follow:

1837; Jam es K. Minor. Marion county, 
appointed February 2. 1839; Franklin 
M. M artin, Jefferson county, appoint­ 
ed April 7, 1845; and 
Ephraim M. 
Ewing, Ray County, apponited April 
7, 1849. 
The latter 
died 
June 2, 
1873. 
Minor died in 
Kansas 
City 
June 2, 1897. 
Edw ards, M issouri’s 
sixth Secretary of State, died in Cali­ 
fornia in 1888. and M artin in Jeffer­ 
son countv, his home, November 16, 
1856. 
Missouri first elected Secretary. J. 
M. Richardson, Greene County, died 
May 1. 1899. 
In A ugust, 1856, Ben­ 
jamin F. Massey, Jasp er county, was 
elected Secretary 
of 
State and re­ 
elected Secretary of State in A ugust, 
1860. not long before the Civil W ar 
broke out. 
Sym pathy for the w hat 
is now historically recorded 
as 
the 
Lost Cause, led 
this 
Secretary of 
State to favor the successionists, and 
he, together with Governor Claiborne 
F. Jackson of Saline County and Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Thomas C. Reynolds 
of St. Louis and State T reasurer Al­ 
fred W. Morrison of Howard county 
and other state officials, endeavored to 
have Missouri cast its lot with 
the 
South. When the Union forces m arch­ 
ed into Jefferson City, the hotbed of 
the rebellion in Missouri, these hot 
blooded officials hastened up the river 
to more safe quarters. 
On their re 
fusal to take the oath of loyalty, all,

cratic politics, was elected Secretary 
of the S tate to succeed Lesuer

| T rust Company of Jefferson City, 
place he still ably fills. 
When elected 
Secretary of S tate in 1900, he was a 
new spaper editor and publisher

W ith the advent in M issouri of the 
“ M ysterious Stranger”, in November, 
1894, came John E. Swanger 
of Sul­ 
livan county as Secretary 
of State.

yiars. he gave away to the popular, 
well known and highly efficient Dem­ 
ocrat. Cornelius Roach, Carthage, Jas­ 
per county newspaper man, who was 
elected the first time in 
November, 
1908, and 
re-elected

1312, for another foilr years. 
In 1916, 
this official entered the race for 
the 
Democratic nomination for Governor, 
only to be defeated by Frederick D. 
Gardner of St. Louis. 
Mr, Roach be­ 
came known far and wide during his 
1912 campaign as the father of four­ 
teen interesting “reasons why”, 
the 
last two being twins. 
He is now at 
the head of a prosperous banking in­ 
stitution in Kansas City. 
Secretary’ of State Swanger, who 
now lives somewhere in Texas, also 
aspired to be Governor of Missouri in 
1916. 
He ran for the 
Republican 
nomination against and was defeated 
by Judge Henry C. Lamm of Sedaiia, 
form erly of 
the 
Miasouri 
Supreme 
Court. 
The latter was defeated 
at 
the general election of 1916 
by Gov­ 
ernor Gardner, the Chief Executive, 
who recently gave away to the pres­ 
ent 
Governor, 
Arthur M. Hyde of 
Trenton, Grundy County. 
When Sw ager came 
to 
Jefferson 
City from Sullivan County, in Jan u ­ 
ary, 1895, to become M issouri’s tw en­ 
ty-first secretary of state, he brought 
with him from the same end of Mis­ 
souri. the present State Senator, Wm. 
C. Irwin, to become his chief clerk. 
When Sw anger 
was 
succeeded 
by 
Roach. S tate Senator Irwin was elect­ 
ed R epresentative from Cole County. 
Last November he was elected State 
Senator to succeed Senator Cook. He 
is now the floor leader for the con­ 
trolling party in the Senate. 
Friends predict a still higher honor 
is in store for Senator Irwin, if the 
“m ysterious stranger,” 
rem ains 
in 
power in Missouri. 
If it can be done, 
his adm iring sponsors will persuade 
him to run for United States Sena­ 
tor on the Republican ticket in 1922. 
And if not, he will be drafted to m ake 
the race as his party’s candidate for 
Governor in 1924, to succeed Gover­ 
nor Hyde. 
“W atch Irw in’s 
ascend­ 
ency see him soar” is the political slo­ 
gan of his Cole county friends. 
Roach wras succeeded as Secretary 
of State in January, 1917, by John L. 
Sullivan of Sedaiia, 
Pettis 
county, 
who held the place four years. 
In 
1920 this official was renom inated by 
Missouri Democracy wfithout opposi­ 
tion to succeed himself. 
But with the 
other "Only reliable p arty ” candidates 
Sullivan went down in defeat dur­ 
ing the terrific, heart-rendering po­ 
litical upheaval of 
last 
November, 
which rocked 
the nation 
from one 
end to another. 
On Jan u ary 10, 1921, Charles U. 
Becker became M issouri’s Secretary 
of State. 
This official, a graduate of 
the Cape G irardeau Normal School, 
born at New Haven, Franklin county, 
October 1, 1886, was a school teacher 
before he became a newspaper man 
From the latter profession he plunged 
into fiction w riting and was engaged 
in that pursuit when first elected as 
R epresentative in 1914 
to 
represent 
Polk county in the lower branch 
of 
M issouri’s Forty-eighth General A s­ 
sembly. 
Five of Missouri's form er Secretar­ 
ies of S tate stiji survive the honor of 
having held down that strenuous post, 
the fifth, 
besides 
Sullivan, 
Cook, 
Roach and Swanger, being A. Lesuer 
w'ho now lives 
at 
A ntlers, Okla., 
form er Secretary McGrath died in St. 
Louis, January 28, 1913.

WIDELY FAMOUS CU8TKR WOLF 
HITS THE LONG. LONG TRAIL 


“The C uster Wolf is dead.” 
He was I he m aster criminal of the 
animal world. 
Throughout the region around Cus­ 
ter, S, Dak., that day, the telephone 
line« were busier than they were on 
the day the arm istice was signed. 
For nine years this wolf had lived 
as an outlaw- the cruele«t, the most 
sagacious, the most successful animal 
outlaw that the^ range country had 
ever known. 
Ills cruelty was sur­ 
passed only by his cunning. 
He kill­ 
ed with the* refinement 
of 
animal 
ferocity. 
Here 
tonight—tomorrow 
night he devastated a range half 
a 
hundred miles away. 
He loped through every kind of 
danger and spum ed them all. 
He 
sniffed at the • subtlest 
poiaen and 
pas»«! it by. 
The m ost adroitly con­ 
cealed trap was as clear to him as a 
m irror in the sunshine. 
Old hunters, 
unerring shots, drew the bead on him 
and saw* him glide away unharm ed. 
The price on his 
head 
was 
$500. 
Bounty hunters sought him for profit. 
Sportsm en put forth every device to 
slay him for reputation’s sake. 
And 
still the old wolf 
went 
unscathed 
about his work of destruction. 
Credulous people 
said he was 
a 
charmed riling. 
O thers atributed hia 
im m unity to a wisdom greater than 
beast ever before possessed. 
Still 
others said he escaped by plain luck 
— the m ysterious thing that adheres 
to some anim als as to some men. In 
w hatever way they explained his un­ 
canny elusiveness, everybody feared 
him —perhaps not consciously, 
very 
rarely openly, hut there was no man 
throughout that region who did not 
feel a shiver run down between 
his 
shoulder blades when, alone or in the 
dark, he thought of this gray devil of 
the desert. 
All kinds of stories got 
abroad. 
This thing, they said, was not a wolf 
— not m erely a wolf. 
They believed 
that nature had perpetrated a mon­ 
strosity, half wolf and half mountain 
lion, possessing’ the craftiness of both 
and the cruetly of hell. In public opin­ 
ion he had all the qualities of the 
W ere wolf of Old W orld legends. 
No wonder th at the telephones hum ­ 
med when the word went out th a t a 
hunter sent 
by the United States 
D epartm ent of A griculture 
to pro­ 
tect th*1 live-stock industry, had killed 
the crim inal wolf. 
That word ended 
a nine years’ reign of dread, during 
which the stockmen 
around 
C uster 
had paid tribute to this wolf to the 
extent of $25 000 worth of live stock. 
And mere money loss was not the 
whole of the horrible toll he took. 
When he killed for food he took only 
th<* choicest anim als, but sometimes 
he killed in atrocious ways for the 
mere 
sake 
of killing. 
O ften 
he 
wounded cattle, breaking their legs, 
biting off their tails, m utilating them 
in unspeakable ways. 
For years ago his «mate was killed. 
He never took another and many peo-, 
pie supposed th at he devoted him self 
to revenge for her death. 
L ater on, 
he attached to himself two coyotes, 
not as equals, but as servants. 
He 
never perm itted them to come 
near 
him. and they could feed from his 
kills only a fte r he him self had fin­ 
ished. 
They traveled fa r out on his 
flanks, giving him w arning of 
am ­ 
bush or approaching danger and add­ 
ing to the atm osphere of 
m ystery 
that surrounded him. 
A fter a bounty, reaching by stages 
from $109 to $500, failed to bring in 
the old crim inal’s scalp; after private 
trappers and sportsm en hunters had 
given up the quest; after poisons and 
dogs had failed—the stockmen tried 
a round-up. H aving, as they thought, 
located the wolf, a large number of 


rider/ started in a great circle and 
closed up. 
This, Hke all the other 
devices, was unsuccessful. 
Some of 
the stockmen in resignation, announc­ 
ed that they would have to board the 
wolf for the rest of his life. 
Others 
decided to send for 
a Government 
hunter. 
Therefore, in March, 1920, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
the Bureau 
of 
Biological 
Survey, 
ture, sent to Custer, H. P. Williams, 
one of its best hnnters, with instruc­ 
tions to stay after the wolf until he 
was taken, no m atter how much time 
was required. 
Williams went. 
He took with him 
a bunch of traps, but, as the old 
wolk was known to be ¿rap-wise, he 
expected to depend mainly on hi* rifle. 
As things turned out, he required 
both the trap and the rifle to get the 
wolf when ne was finally taken on 
October 11, 1920. 
Since there is involved in this story 
the reputation of two geniuses— the 
criminal genius of the wolf and the 
protective genius of William*— it may 
be just as well to let the account 
proceed in the language of the pre- 
datory-animai inspector who reported 
the facts to the Biological Survey. It 
was a long time coming. 
Like most 
outdoor men, he did not want to talk 
in heroics. 
Here is the story from 
the time Williams went to Custer un­ 
til he brought down the criminal. 
“When Williams first went into the 
country where the wolf ranged, he 
tried to find fresh tracks, but without 
success. 
He asked some of the men 
who had lost stock just where 
the 
wolf made his headquarters in their 
section. They said the wolf may have 
had quarters anywhere within a dis­ 
trict 40 mile* wide and 65 miles long. 
They told him to wait there a few 
days and the wolf w'ould be sure to 
pay him a visit. 
Contrary to their 
advice. W illiams went into the hills 
west of Pringle and found tha tthe 
wolf was staying around some old 
dens in Pelgar Mountains. 
“Williams scented up the soles of 
his shoes and started stringing out 
his traps. 
The wolf got on his trail 
that night and showed signs of great 
excitement at what he thought to be 
the presence of a possible mate in his 
neighborhood. 
He followed the scent 
entirely around the line and then, 
returning to Pelgar Mountains, clear­ 
ed out two old dcn« and made a new 
one which ran back into the hill for 
about 50 feet. 
“On April 1, W illiams had his first 
glim pse of the wolf, but was unable 
to get a shot at him. 
The coyotes 
w ere acting as bodyguards, traveling 
from 100 to 200 yards on the flanks 
of their m aster. 
They would warn 
him of danger by taking flight. 
For 
a while. W illiams did not shoot the 
coyotes, hoping that he would get a 
chance at the wolf w ithout having to 
give him w arning by the shots that 
would be necessary to dispatch his 
bodyguard. 
Finally, 
realizing 
that 
there was no chance of getting 
at 
the wolf unless the coyotes were kill­ 
ed W illiams shot them , hoping that 
he then had a clear field. 
In this ha 
was greatly m istaken. The wolf play­ 
ed hide and seek with him. 
A fter 
m aking a kill, he would go on some 
distance, back trail for a few rods to 
a point where he could keep under 
cover and watch the hunter on 
his 
trail. 
Though this is a common habit 
of n bear, I have never before known 
a wolf to do it. It was on A pril 26 that 
Mr. W illiams first found the the wolf 
was doing this. 
A t other tim es the 
wolf took to fallen tim ber and so 
could not be tracked. 
“Tw ice during May the wolf step­ 
ped on the jaws of traps, and on the 
night of July 3 he rolled into or lay 
down on one and had a lot of his 
hair pulled out. 
This gave him such 
a scare that he left the country for a 


while. 
No sign could be found 
of 
him near Custer until the night 
of 
August 1, when he made his presence 
known by killing several head of cat­ 
tle and wounding several more. Wil­ 
liams found some of these cattle, took 
the trail of the wolf, and followed 
him all day on a fresh track. 
This 
led up to the mouth of a canyon, and, 
knowing that the wolf would 
be tak­ 
ing a sleep after his big feed, Wil­ 
liams tied his horse and started in. 
Just then two horsemen came up, 
riding at breakneck speed and calUng 
to Williams that they had found a 
yearling steer killed by the wolf. Wil­ 
liams motioned them to go back,¿ut 
they dkl not understand what 
he 
meant and he was forced to return to 
meet them. 
Thus, he lost the best 
chance he ever had of getting 
the 
wolf with a rifle. 
When he returned 
to the trail, he found the place where 
the wolf had bedded down to sleep. 
The noise made by the horsemen had 
given him the alarm and he had gone 
hack down the canyon very close to 
the hunter and escaped. 
“Early in September the wolf step­ 
ped on a trap and was caught slightly 
by one foot. 
Apparently the trap 
had tipped so that it caught 
only 
one side of the foot and the wolf was 
able to pull loose. 
He left some hair 
in the trap. 
This happened again in 
the early days of OcU&er. 
"Williams finally got the wolf on 
October 11. 
Here is his own account 
of it: 
“ ‘He stepped into a trap in the 
morning and it got a good grip on 
him. 
He ran with it about 150 yards 
when the hook caught on a tree, but 
that did not seem to stop him at all. 
He broke the swivel of the trap and 
ran on with it on his front foot. 
1 
trailed him 3 miles and gtot a shot at 
him and got him. 
Hw had been so 
lucky that I expected the gun would 
fail to shoot, but it worked O. K. 
He is smaller than the average male 
wolf, weighed 98 pounds and measur­ 
ed. just 6 feet from tip to tip; 11 
inches from toe to hock, and had a 
tail 14 inches long. 
His teeth would 
be good for 15 years longer. He broke 
some of them off 
on the 
trap, but 
aside from that they were in good 
condition. 
He is an old wolf, with a 
fur that is almost white.’ ” 
In th at simple 
fashion 
does the 
man who outw itted the cleverest of 
animal crim inals tell his story.—Gov­ 
ernm ent Bulletin.

The 
attentive observer will notice, howev­ 
er. a slight change in the attitude of 
the Swedish people toward us since 
the war. 
Formerly Germany was the 
big brother, whose exploits were talk­ 
ed about; today she is the poor rela­ 
tion to whom a little butter is given 
out of human charity, hut who, at 
the same time, is made to feel that 
her misfortune is really all her own 
fault. 
The crowd of German immi­ 
grants has not helped to 
give the 
Swe«les a good opinion of Germany, 
and our commercial relations are not 
such as to excite their enthusiasm. If 
German exportation to Sweden 
is 
stil pretty important it is because of 
the exchange which makes Germany 
sell in spite of everything. 
The facts mentioned naturally help 
our 
enemies. 
German 
competition 
having been almost done away with 
since the revolution, the field was free 
to our enemies. 
The great danger 
is that an attempt is being made 
to 
uproot the preference of Sweden for 
Germany. 
Allied institutions like the 
“ Alliance Française” are being used 
to make propaganda, to found schools. 
The German language is to be replac­ 
ed by English.—The Koelnische Zei- 
tung.
